One key bit in the M-G-M Red Skelton 
picture, "The Show-Off" called for King, a 
powerful Great Pane, to howl in apparent 
agony at the singing of a radio soprano. 

How to get the big animal to raise his voice 
at the proper moment brought Director Harry 
Beaumont and his staff into a nervous huddle. 
Time was valuable, the trainer had- tried var- 
ious expedients unsuccessfully, and the dog 
wouldn't flicker an eye at the voices of the 
radio people who had already been tried on 
him. 

More drastic methods were tried. An over- 
sized air raid siren was tried on the Dane. He 
twitched his ears but otherwise ignored the 
raucous interruption. When Skelton suggested 
that he had a way to stir up King, and went 
into a wild, discordant solo on his concertina, 
the dog dozed off. 

After stompings, dish pan clatterings, gong- 
bangings and other ruses failed, the director 
called a recess for lunch and said that he was 
afraid the scene would have to be rewritten. 

While eating lunch, Marilyn Maxwell, fem- 
inine lead of the picture, played one of her 
favorite Frank Sinatra recordings. King, curled 
up nearby, suddenly roared and let loose with 
a lugubrious, indignant howl. 

Lunch was suspended in wild jubilation. The 
director and his aides scrambled for the set. 
The same record was played, as the dog was 
put before the cameras. King gave an even 
wilder bellow than before. It may have been 
intended as moaning disapproval — nobody 
could figure that out But, Sinatra didn't sue. 

"The Show-Off" has a supporting cast that 
includes Marjorie Main, Virginia O'Brien, Ed- 
die "Rochester" Anderson, and Leon Ames. 
Albert Lewis, who made "Cabin In The Sky" 
is the producer. 



"BLUE SKIES" FINAL FILM FOR AS- 
TAIRE — -Magic-footed Fred Astaire performed 
the last dance of his Hollywood career in front 
of the Technicolor cameras filming Irving Ber- 
lin's "Blue Skies." 



The greatest hoofer of them all Announced 
his retirement from the screen when he fin- 
ished this lavish Paramount color production 
in which he starred with Bing Crosby and Joan 
Caulfield. Astaire did four dance routines in 
the picture which was directed by Stuart Heis- 
' ler and photographed by Charles Lang, A. S. C. 
The last of the four was a spectacular solo 
number set to the words and music of Berlin's 
"Puttin' On The Ritz." 

He spent two weeks in intensive rehearsals 
after working out the steps before he faced the 
camera. Fittingly for his swan dance he did 
the number in the top hat and tails by which 
he is best remembered by millions of fans 
the world over. 

The finale of the dance was a potographic 
feat. By the use of a complicated split screen 
operation an amazing multiple image effect was 
achieved. The result is that the audiences see 
on the screen Astaire dancing in front of a 
chorus of nine other Astaires all performing 
identically. 

After the difficult number was "in the can" 
Director Heisler asked for and got as a me- 
mento the cane which Astaire used. All the 
members of the cast and crew autographed it 
for the director. 

When Fred hung up his dancing shoes he 
closed the book on one of the greatest and 
longest careers in the history of popular dancing. 
He had been dancing professionally for 4 1 
years, ever since he gracefully executed his 
first formal steps as a child of five. With his 
sister, Adele, the Astaires became the world's 
best-known dancing team and scored triumphs 
on the Broadway and London stages. 

In 12 years in Hollywood, Fred teamed with 
a procession of the most glamorous ladies of 
the screen, his partnership with Ginger Rogers 
producing the most popular dancing combina- 
tion in pictures. To the exotic and peppery 
Olga San Juan went the distinction of being 
the great Astaire's last partner. In "Blue Skies" 
she performed with him the torrid and sen- 
sational "Heat Wave" number, photographed 
against a brilliant background of tropical colors.
